First step leading to the con¬ 
struction of the proposed auxiliary 
hospital at Vulcan will likely be 
the formation of a provisional 
auxiliary hospital board and action 
to form such a board is expected 
to take place within the next few 
weeks. * 

The area which will be served 
by the hospital located at Vulcan 
is one of 32 auxiliary hospital dis¬ 
tricts into which the province has 
been divided following a survey 
of the needs of each area conduct¬ 
ed by the Hospital Division of the 
Department of Public Health. In 
most cases these areas consist of 
one or two municipalities or 
counties together with the includ¬ 
ed cities, towns and villages. 

Maximum size of the units will 
be 100 beds and in areas such as 
Vulcan-Foothills, which includes 
the County of Vulcan and MD. of 
Foothills as well as the towns of 
Okotoks, High River and Vulcan, 
the hospitals will be of 50-bed 
size. 

Health Minister Ross stated that 
the decision to Keep the maximum 
size of the units at 100 beds re¬ 
sulted from an attempt to main¬ 
tain a personal approach to the 
long term patient that is impos¬ 
sible in a large institution. All the 
patients in these hospitals will be 
on a long term basis, and many of 
them will spend their remaining 
days in hospital. It was therefore 
decided that in spite of a higher 
initial cost the province would be 
best served by smaller units with¬ 
in easy travelling distances of the 
homes of the patients than to con¬ 
centrate on large Institutions in 
the major cities. The auxiliary hos¬ 
pitals will be located adjacent to provide the residents of Alberta Faye on behalf of all those present,

The Poppy has a history dating back to antiquity. In 
the mythology of ancient China it was well known by the very 
potency of the drug distilled from it, as the flower of forgetful¬ 
ness and through the ages it kept this meaning until the time 
of the Napoleonic Wars when a thoughtful and observant 
wnter of the period first remarked the Intimate association the 
scarlet poppy had with the graves of those who had fallen in 
battle. 

In the First World War millions had the opportunity 
<of observing this phenomenon in France and Flanders. They saw 
spring from the earth where their fallen comrades lay, a vast 
profusion of poppies waving defiantly at the terror of warfare 
and hiding from view the starkness and grimness of the beaten 
earth. Newcomers to the field of battle remarked on this to 
their comrades, and seasoned veterans replied, “Yes it’s like this 
every year, but they seem to Increase In number each time they 
blossom.” Perhaps it was from these words that the association 
between the blood red poppy that first grew up in men’s minds. 

Certainly it is impossible to prove that the idea of associ¬ 
ating the poppy with the blood shed in sacrifice by our gallant 
warriors originated with any one particular person in any one 
particular place. 

In the United States the idea for Poppy day is attributed 
to a blue-eyed lady who died in Milwaukee a short time ago 
at the age of 86. The story goes that Mary Hanecy got the in¬ 
spiration from John McCrea’s immortal poem “In Flanders’ 
Fields” and had It adopted as the symbol of remembrance by 
a post of the American Legion. 

In Britain the first poppies sold were made by women 
and children from' the devasted areas of France where the 
real poppies were still in full bloom. 

In Canada the earliest reference to the Flanders Poppy 
as a symbol of remembrance is contained in an excerpt from 
the minutes of a meeting of the Great War Veterans Assoc- 
ation held at Port Arthur in July, 1921. It reads: "Following 
a motion suspending the regular order of business, Madame 
E. Guerin, "The Poppy Lady of France”, was presented to the 
•conference and invited to outline her suggestion as to the adop¬ 
tion of the poppy as a national emblem to be worn on Armis¬ 
tice Day in memory of fallen Comrade Chumey, seconded by 
Comrade Hamilton that this conference representing the 
Dominion Command of the G.W.V.A. of Canada hereby ap¬ 
proves the proposal that the citizens of this Dominion of Can¬ 
ada accept the poppy as Its flower of remembrance and recom¬ 
mend that the poppy be worn on the anniversary of Armistice 
Day." 

The first poppies sold in Canada were also those made by 
women and children of France. But the next year, following 
the leadership of the British Legion, the poppies that were sold 
on the streets of our towns and cities were made by disabled 
Canadian veterans who understood only too well their signifi¬ 
cance. 

Each year the number of poppy emblems distributed 
throughout Canada has steadily increased until last year over 
four million poppies were worn by Canadians. Through the 
Canadian Legion’s National Poppy Campaign this symbol has 
come to stand for more than mere remembrance of the dead. 
In the hands of this organization it has come to mean a source 
of solace in time of trouble and hope for the future. It has be¬ 
come a source of useful employment for disabled veterans both 
in the Vetcraft Shops and in the homes of those unable to 
stand the strain of regular employment.
